| what this Corporal related; the Duke of Vendoſme thought fir to cauſe a Line 
to he thrown up from che Outlet of the Dorea, towards the Mountains, for the 
greater ſecurity af his Camp at Creſcentino: He alſo cauſed 8 pieces of Cannon 
to be carried over to that Camp; and ordered a ſtricter Guard of Horſe and 
* Foot to be kept in jt, and Reinforc'd ir with 17 Battalions and 20 Squadrons. 
The Duke of Savoy and Count Staremberg came the 3ſt of March, with a De- 
tachment of Horſe, to take a view of this Camp, but were ſoon convine'd, 
that their deſign of Attacking it, had been render d Abortive r 
Ihe prevention of this Project, eaſily taught the Governour how he was to 
£ proceed for the future, which was in only make the maſt of the Town, 
1 4 and {pin out the Seige as long as poſſible.

the Duke of Yendoſme in a few: Cares, being often uncertain what Meaſures to 
take; and this. muſt be allow d, that had the Garriſon: been better furniſh'd with 
Proviſions before they had loft their Communication; tis uncertain, whether 
he had been Maſter of Verue at all. On this foot Matters ſtood till the 6th. of 
April, when the Governour, Preft by the Necefliry of the Garriſon, beat a 
Farley, and Hoſtages were Exchanged on both ſides, and being, while he had any 
by the Spirit of Honour; he demanded to march our 
with all the uſual Marks of Honour; 2 pieces of Cannon, and be Conducted 
to Turin; but the Duke of Vendoſme rold him te muſt expect no Terms, but be 
content 10 be Priſoner of War, with his whole Garriſon, giving him only rwice 
24 Hours to conſider of it; upon which, the Negotiation broke off, rill having main- 
tain d his Honour to the laſt gaſp, and blown up the Walls and Forrifications round 
the place. He Surrender d on the ↄth of April, on Deſcretion, when titre was 
not ſufficient Proviſions left in the Town to have made a Supper on. The 
Duke of Vendoſme tald the Governour, that according to the Rules of War, he 
had deſerved Death, for blowing up the Forrifications ; bur as it was a Brave 
and Reſolute Action, it could not but cauſe Idea of his Worth in a generous 
Enemy, and the Duke of Vendeſine ordered nevertheleſs, ſome Proviſions to be 

buted among the Garriſon ; and enjoin'd his Men, neither to diſarm the

Aria, as appear d by intercepted Letters, whereupon a pry tern and 2 
Walloon, with ſome others, and a Prieſt, were ſetred; and Monſieur Ponti be- 
ing thus baulk d, returned preſently to Cadiz, The 22d at night, the Beſieged 
made a Sally with 200 Men, who were received ar the Head of the Trenches, 
by a party of the Enemies Horſe, whom IRENE routed; burnt the Ga» 
bions and.
